pervious to air. Secondly,! do strengthen 
the said case, by inclosing it in another 
case, which said eiternal ease need not be 
impervious to air. Thirdly, I do fiU the 
aforesaid internal case with common atmos- 
pheric air, instead of down or f«tth«r<, tee-
